48 I would be eligible for the unemployment. I have always had a job (in AK itself for 7 
years+) and have paid my due shares for unemployment insurance and this is ridiculous. I 
would really truly appreciate it if someone could, please, give me some follow up in this 
situ!

Hello. My name is Angela Krzynowek. I had talked to someone on Thursday about this 
issue X am having with Unemployment. He suggested I write a letter or email about the 
whole issue. 



I am moving to Germany Aug 5th. My husband is in the U.S. Army and got stationed 
overseas. Last November I had called and spoken to a case worker in the Unemployment 
Office and was told that I would be eligible for unemployment (even in Germany) because my 
husband was military. This past June I spoke to someone different and was told that I had 
gotten false inforraation from the first person I spoke to at the Unemployment office; 
apparently, I am not eligible for unemployment because I will be in another country. This 
past week I called unemployment one final time. I hoped to talk to someone who would be 
knowledgeable about what false and why. The woman I spoke to was very helpful and 
actually looked up the rules/regulations . She told me that if I was moving to any of the 
50 states, U. S, territories, U.S. (?) Virgin Islands - or even Canada then I would be 
covered; however, because I would be in Germany I wouldn't be eligible for unemployment, 
regardless pf the faci 

t that my husband was U.S. Army and we would be living on a federally regulated poat . 



My whole issue here is simple. I think it is incredible that I would be eligible for 
unemployment if I moved to Canada. Canada does not have any military bases on it, nor is 
it a U.S. territory. Yet, if I move with my husband who is serving in the United State's 
Army overseas (on military orders) to a federally mandat ed/ regulated military post I 
cannot recieve unemployment benefits. This bewilders me and is absolutely frustrating. 



I would definitely appreciate any feedback, resolutions or suggestions regarding this 
matter.
